PRESIDENT’S RECOMMENDATION UNDER THE GOVERNMENT OF 
UNION TERRITORIES ACT, 1963

The Vice-President acting as President, having been informed of the 
subject-matter of the proposed Bill to authorise payment and appro- 
pration of certain further sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund 
of the Union territory of Pcnd'cherry for the services of the financial 
year ending on the 31st day of Mm eh, 1977, recommends, under sub¬ 
sections (1) and (3) of section 23 of the Government of Union Territories 
Act, 1963, road with section 30(2) thereof and the Order made by him 
on the 28th March, 1974 under section 51 of the above Act, the introduc¬ 
tion of the Pondicherry Appropriation Bill, 1977 in Lok Sabha and also 
the consideration of the Bill. 

2. The Bill will be introduced in Lok Sabha after the Supplementary 
Demands for Grants for expenditure of the Union territory of Pondicherry 
for the year 1976-77 have been voted.
